mill" of experience, wisdom naturally 
suggests that tbe young should look 
for counsel ; and, baring learned from 
their many valuable instructions, pru- 
dence and common sense demand that 
the advice, coming from the lips of 
those whose many years have served 
to add to their stock of knowledge, 
should l>e gratefully received and most 
scrupulously followed, as far as it re- 
lates to the common welfare of those 
much younger, whose term of life- 
school has been shorter than that of 
their advisers. 

It is natural for the young to re- 
joice in their vigor and strength, and 
on that score they may, perhaps, often 
plume themselves against the feebler 
muscles of the more advanced in years. 
Youthful vigor and great powers of 
muscular endurance are not infre- 
quently the pride of early manhood, 
but they are seldom if ever accompa- 
nied by the keen sense of discrimina- 
tion and depth of wisdom which in 
well developed mental capacity attach 
to maturer years. 

It is ft matter of deep regret that 
the well-intended advice offered to 
the deaf and dumb by such well known 
i.«1h of our class of people as Rev. 
I>r. Thomas Oallaudet, Dr. I L. Peet, 
and many other eminent individuals 
of profound judgment and wide oxpe. 
rienee, is too often received only to 
be looked *t from • "birds eye view" 
nt, soon to be rejected like ft bun- 
dle of cftfttoff clothing, when the shal- 
low-minded receivers of the well-meant 
Hail advice don their garbs of self- 
constituted importance, assume their 
independent airs— «nd make tbe big- 
gest imaginable fools of themselves. 

The young, and even the middle- 
aged, should not only be ever ready 
to receive the proffered counsels of 
the wisdom of older heads than their 
own, bat they should also treasure in 
their hearts the counsel of old Chris- 
tian people, bold fast to good advice 
and endeavor to profit by practicing 
the wise advice of those who offer it, 
not to boftftt of their experiences, but 
for the good of tbe recipient*. 

To tbe representatives of long ex- 
perience, which has given place to the 
wisdom of mature years, it is a matter 
of keen sorrow and of great mortifica- 
tion to observe thftt by many of the 
deal tad dumb the choicest lessons of 
kind advice are totally unheeded, and 
wisdom's Christian connsebi, intended 
for both their temporal and spiritual 
wen-doing, are quickly eradicated from 
their minds, ft* the m< 
disappears before the dissoh 
of a July sun.

AccoBMNo to the C'/niprtnirm the meanest 
man, as far aa beard from, lives not far from the 
Minnesota Institution. He has had three wives, 
all of whom died from hi* neglect and cruelty. 
He has bad six children, and all that are living 
have left him, with tho exception of one who is 
deaf and dumb, now about twelve years of age. 
He used to leave his family for days without food 
or fuel. His last wife died from exposure while 
chopping wood one stormy day in winter to keep 
her children— one of them only a week old from 
freezing, the husband and father -if xuch pet 
names can bo applied to tbe man- bruto -enjoy- 
ing Ids pipe at the same time in a neighbor's 
comfortable kitchen. After the death of his wife 
be left his children for four days without fuel, 
and with nothing to eat but raw potatoes. When 
the latter were exhausted the oldest girl took the 
youngest child in her arms and walked through 
tho snow two miles to tbe nearest neighbor's 
bouse. He abuses bis deaf-mute boy sham< fully 
because be cannot bear. We have one question 
to ask : Have they abolished the law which pro- 
vides for hanging in that Mate?

Tats sixty-second annual report of the Ameri- 
can Asylum, the "Mother" of deaf-mute institu- 
tions in the United States, Is received through 
tbe compliments of the principal, Edward C. 
Htoiui, M. A. The surplus of current receipts 
over i ipeuse* for the year were S6,S7H.SH ; but a 
partial loss in some Investments, amounting to 
♦8,340, makes a net kiss or MoweteMJ of the fund 
account for the year S2,9C1.42. The entire num- 
bfl of pupils under instruction during the year 
was 271. Thirty-one were new pujsln. Kix of 
these were from Maine, 6 from New Hampshire, 
2 from Vermont, 13 from Massachusetts, 4 from 
Connecticut aud 1 from New Jersey j < wers 'fir- 
mer pupils re admitted. No deaths occurred, and 
but few cases of serious sickness. Fifty-nine pu- 
pils left during the year, several of whom expect- 
ed to return. Tbe number present at date of 
tin principal'* report was 212. In tho school 
room tho tabors both of instruction and stndy 
were successfully performed. The American Asy- 
lum has capacity for two hundred and fifty pu- 
pils, snd the principal hopes that such provision 
may Is: made that the advantages there offered 
may be enjoyed by still more of those who need 
them. The treasurer's account shows that tbe 
receipt* were e7S.7H6.01 ; expenditures, *73,'J63.- 
12 ; cash on hand, *4,821.M9. Tho funds of the 
asylum amount to w 348,21 l.B*. In the industrial 
department 1 48 pupils were instructed for three 
hours a day. Oood progress was made by the 
boys learning trades. Twelve boys who left school 
during the year had such a knowledge of a trade 
as to be able to support themselven by snch work, 
and successful mechanics sre frequently found 
who are among those who have received their 
first instructions in trades beneath tbe roof of 
the new world's first institution for the education 
of the deaf and dumb.

CLOSING SCENES OF THE FIFTY-SECOND 
SCHOOL YEAR OF MEXICO ACADEMY. 

For several weeks the prominent top- 
ic among many of the students of our 
academy related to the closing 
cises of the venerable and well beloved 
institution. Warm weather racccedcd 
the proverbial felicities of spring time, 
hot weather began to steal ■ march on 
June roses, agricultural affairs pro 
greased as umial, myriads of beetles 
invaded the farmers' potato fields, 
business cares increased, household 
duties multiplied, and pleasure seek 
ers commenced to make preparations 
for tho enjoyment of the anticipated 
hot weather to intervene between the 
hot days of incipient summer ami the 
healthful breezes of autumn (by 
going abroad to places of public 
resort far more uncomfortable than 
their own private homes) ; but the 
ardent and soul inspired admirers of 
common nnd higher Btagfcsh, Latin, 
music and drawing (when not other 
wise engaged), redoubled their energy,

Ki'itor Journal : — I promised in my 
last communication that I would give 
an account of the Watkins Begat ta, 
.fee. 

The regatta was announced for tho 
28th, MthjttdSOth days of last month, 
anil tho races were decided to begin at 
2 o'clock each day. Charles K. < 
ney, of Union Springs, the champion 
sculler of tho world, acted as tbo ref- 
eree. The entries numbered forty- 
two. 

From day to day high winds and 
rough water prevented the contosted 
races, as advertised. Tuesday, the 
88th, the water was rough and not un 
til evening were the races rowed. The 
four oared race was easily won by tho 
Atalantas, of Now York. Four crows 
were Sneered They were entitled to 

go to Europe to compete En tho Hen- 
ley four-oared races, but did not go. 

The Junior scull race was easily won 
by A StoLafferty, °f Watkins, in 15 
minutes 41 seconds, the course being 
I mile and return.

George Geieel, of Now York city, and 
McMullm, of Pittsburgh, Pa. 
Larmon came in second in Hi minutes 
l(i seconds The last defeat of AIc- 
Gafferty by Larmon, at Owogo, last 
fall, was avenged. 

Wednesday came, and no race took 
place, on account of rough water. Tho 
day was fair, and a good* number of 
deaf mutes arrived to attend the races, 
but they were postponed until the 
uext day. 

At ten o'clock, Thursday morning, 
the first four Oared trial heat was won 
by the Atalantas, in 7 minutes 22 
seconds, after being most hotly Con- 
tested by the Carmans. of Washington 
Heights, New Vork. Nothing more

A DEAF-MUTE KIM.EO NEAR 

COOPJBRSTOWn, If. v. 

Editor Journal : — I herewith send 
you a slip which recites tho ofton-re- 
pcated story, "gone to his long homo 
via the railroad." The person to whom 
it alludes formerly resided in tho town 
of Bridgeweter, Oneida county, N. Y., 

near the Herkimer county line. On 
the 15th day of Feb., 187*1, on his re- 
turn in the evening from a hunting 
trip, seeing his wife in tho house, he 
discharged his gun, loaded with buck 
shot, through tho window into her 
breast, killing her instantly. Ho was 
indicted for murder in tho first degree 
by the grand jury of Oneida county. 
On June (ith, of the same year, be w as 
arraigned Upon that indictment and 
ple ade d guilty to manslaughter in tho 
third degree, which plea the court ao 
copied, on account of his infirmity. 
He was on the same day sentenced to 
tho Auburn State Prison at hard labor 
for two years, which time ho served out 
Previous to their marriage his wife 
was his step-mother. The following 
explains the manner in which ho met 
his death : 

Tho Cooporstown Journal of Thurs- 
day says : On Monday evening last, as 
the train on the Cooporstown Boad 
was nearing Phoenix Mills, Engineer 
Smith saw a man ahead, walking on 
the track. Ho gave the usual warn 
bag, sharp and repeatedly, and then 
seoing that he did not step off the 
track as expected, Mr. S. whistled 
"down breaks'' and reversed his en- 
gine ; but the distance was too short 
in which to stop tho train, and the 
man was tyikoii up by the cow catcher, 
thrown back upon the bumper, break 
ing his right leg and arm and inflict- 
ing a severe bruise upon the back of 
his head. Fatal injuries wore inflicted 
and he remained in a comatose condi 
tion from the time he was struck until 
his death, which occurred at 11 A. M. 

The name of tho unfortunate man is 
Daniel Cahoono, •'><'> years of age, and 
deaf and dumb. Ho is a resident of 
Herkimer county, and was on a visit 
to his brother in law, Mr. Reynolds, at 

Phoenix. A few years ago he sustain- 
ed severe injuries in the same manner, 
while walking upon the railroad track 
liiehfield. He was taken to Mr. 
It's house, and the railroad company 
sent Dr. Hills immediately to see him 
on the arrival of the train, but nothing 
could be done for him. No blame at- 
taches to tho engineer in this 01

The following interesting paper, in 
reference to tho missionary work of the 
Episcopal Church among deaf mutes. 
was prepared by Bev. Mr. Mann, a 
deaf-mute, and read at tho rocent meet- 
ing of the Diocesan Convention: 

The privilege of presenting a few 
brief statements in relation to church 
work among deaf-mutes is asked of all 
present on this occasion. 

As many know, this much needed 
work received its first impales through 
the providential labors of tho Bev. 
Thomas d aliunde t, D. D, who, in the 
year 1850, in New York city, formed 
the first Bible-class of deaf-mutes ever 
known. 

Beginning with but three members, 
this class grew rapidly in size. After 
the lapso of two years, St Ann's 
Church for Deaf Mutes came into ex- 
istence as an outgrowth of this timely 
enterprise of faith. 

Years rolled by, and in the year 
1870 the society known as "The 
Church Mission to Deaf-Mutes' was 
organized and incorporated, having in 
view a systematic and general exten- 
sion of church work among a class too 
sadly overlooked in the past. The 
general manager of this society — the 
gentleman actively instrumental in 
bringing it into existence and shaping 
its work — is tho Bev. Dr. Gallaudet. 
Of its twenty-five trustees six are deaf- 
mutes. 

With the extension of knowledge 
r esp e ct i ng the initial labors referred 
became requests for services from the 
mutes of contiguous places. But owing 
to a pressure of work in his own parish, 
he could not respond to those calls as 
often as ho desired. So the mutes of 
Albany, Troy and other places had 
probably a service or two a year. Now, 
with tho increase of workers in this 
now field of spiritual effort, tho num- 
ber of services at these points has 
been increased. 

Tho years that have followed the 
beginning of the above -mentioned la 
bors have brought answers to prayers 
for more laborers. As a result, thero 
are now seven clergymen, familiar with 
the sign language, engaged more or less 
actively in conducting services in 
the sign language. Five of them 
are able to hear and speak : Bev. Drs. 
Gallaudet, Clere, ami Fennel; Bar. 
Messrs. Berry and Chamberlain. The 
remaining two are semi mutes, meaning 
those able to speak but not to hear. 

One is the Rev. Henry Winter Syle, 
M. A, of St. S teph en's Deaf-Mute 
Mission, of Philadelphia. The other is 
a missionary at large, working a field 
embracing at present eleven (11) dio- 

It was not until the year 1873 that 
any active etVorts were Undertaken 
looking to the establishment of serv- 
ices in the principal Western cities. 
The writer, then filling the position of 
teacher at the Michigan Institution 
for the Education of Deaf Mutes, re 
ceived a lay reader's license and be 
gan in a limited way, his duties at the 
institution preventing a general I 
sion of the services over the State. 

In the year 1875 he became dioon 
tented with that institution, and at 
once resolved to devote his entire time 
to this work. 

On the 25th of January, 1877, ho 
was ordained to the Diaeonate at 
Cleveland, Ohio, by Hishop Hedell. 

An extension of the special services has 
been steadily prosecuted. Services have 
boon held hi Pittsburg, Pc | flmolend. 

Cincinnati, Dayton, Portsmouth, Dela- 
ware, and Marion. Ohio ; Indianapolis, 
and Michigan City. Indiana: Detroit, 
Flint, Jackson, tlrand Rapids, Kike, 
and Coopersville, Michigan; Obioaj 
Kookford, Galesburg, and Jacksonville, 
Illinois; St Louis, Missouri; Milwau 
hie, Wisconsin; Minneapolis, Minnc 
sotiv; Newport, Kentucky; Buffalo, and 
o, New York — in all twenty five 
places. 

Tho missionary has also assisted at 
several of the special services held by 
tho general manager at certain points 
principally in the West. 

An evidence of tho interest in tho

With the money 
raised on that day we will find our 
hands greatly strengthened, in that wo 
will bo enabled to place more mission 
arios in the field with stipends. 

In view of the fact that fifty schools 
for deaf mutes in the United States 
graduate members annually, the ini 
portanco of making permanent provis- 
ion for their spiritual care must be at 
once seen. At their graduation, what 
over they have hadof religious instruc 
tion comes practically to an end unless 
the church steps in and tikes them up 
when the schools leave them. 

Stvtistics give us one mute to 1,500 
able to hear. By means of this pro 
portion we easjly ascertain the num- 
ber of mutes in the United Stat 
be 25.000, and in the entire * 
il. r >0,000,— nearly a million. 

DeftwMuj M*j im. t«77, and June 
lBt 1878, the missionary at large has 
held in all eighty eight Bervii 
twenty-three places, all named above. 
There have been twenty six bapl 
mostly by the rectors, the missionaiy 
reading the formula in signs.
